1. (Currently Amended) A microscope Microscop e (2) with a stand comorisino (4) 
cons i sting of a first housing shell and a second housing shell (16 and 18) , the stand (4) 
carrying a an adiustable microscope stage (10) with a n adjustab le h e ight , and the first 
and second housing shells sho ll (16 and 18) defining a base part (20) on which the 
stand ^4) rests, charactorizod in that the said stand (4)-is havino a generally C-shaped 
confiauration , that th e r e aro prov i ded a stand base cover (22){{,]] which closes the base 
part (20) of the stand {4) toward the outside, and at least one connecting means (34) 
for the first and the second housing shells cho l l (16 and 18) , the connecting means (34) 
being inaccessible from outside the stand (4) when the stand base cover (22) is in 
place. 

2. (Cunrently Amended) The microscope M i croscop e as defined in claim 1, 
charact e r i zed in that wherein said first and second housing shells are cooperating, and 
one of the cooperating first and second housing shells (16 and 18) dofinos define a 
recess (28) capable of receiving the microscope stage^ (40) the height of which can be 
adjusted with an adjusting knob (42). an opening (30) being provided for the adjusting 
knob (42) in the first and the second housing shells cho ll (16, 18) . 

3. (Currently Amended) The microscope Microscop e as defined in claim 1, 
charact e r i zed i n that wherein a scr e w (5^) fastener is provided for connecting the 
connecting means (34) for the first and the second housing shells cho l l (16 and 18) and 
that the-tightening w i th a mount i ng m e ans (6^) of said fastener is performed through 
the base part (20) of the stand (4) so that the outer contour of the stand (4) is 
undisturbed.

7. (Cunrentiy Amended) The microscope Micro s cop e as defined in daim 1, 
char a ct e riz e d i n tiiat insid e wherein tiie interior of tiie first housing shell or the second 
housing shell (16 or 18) tii e re is provided wjth an optical defiection means (38) 
configured so ttiat the image of the a spedmen seen by ttie user has the same 
orientation as the spedmen iteelf. 

8. (Cunrentiy Amended) The microscope M i cro s cop e as defined in daim 7, 
charact e riz e d i n that th e wherein said optical deflecting means (38) is a minor system 
or a prism. 

9. (Cunrentiy Amended) The microscope M i cro s cop e as defined in daim 1, 
charact e riz e d i n that wherein the dimensions of the stand {4) together witti tiie 
microscope stage (4^ and the adjusting knob are smaller than those of a conventional 
canrying case (44)-. 
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10. (Currently Amended) The microscope Micro s cop e as defined in claim 9, 
charact e riz e d i n that th e wherein said carrying case {^A) cons i sts of comprises a first 
and a second part^ (66 and 67) and that in each of the first and second parts part (66 
and 67) of the carrying case (1^) th e r e i s prov i ded having a protective transport device 
for the microscope, said protective transport devices being configured as part of a 
negative impression of the microscope. 

11. (Currently Amended) The microscope M i croscop e as defined in claim 1, 
char a ct e riz e d in th a t further comprising a holder for an obiective and a single objective 
is disposed in the holder for th e objectiv e. 

12. (Currently Amended) The microscope Micro s cop e as defined in claim 1, 
charact e riz e d in that further comprising a holder for an objective tun^et is and an 
obiective turret disposed in the holde r for th e obj e ct i ve . 
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
